Demoralization Results From 
Hitchcock’s Methods---Runs 
Have Been Changed, Cars 
Cut Down in Size and Ex- 
perienced Men Have Been 


Laid Off. 


Two lone inspectors, Messrs. Beatey 
and Cisler, have been delegated by the 
postoffice department to reorganize 
the railway mail service in thig di- 
vision. 

The work has been taken out of the 
hands of the superintendents, examin- 
ers and chief clerks, who know the 
territory, and placed in the hands of 
two men from the inspectors’ depart- 
ment. Neither of the two, it is said, 
has had any practical extensive expe- 
rience in handling railway mail. Both 
eame from other sections. 

One of the inspectors was a carrier 
being promoted in a middle 

city several years ago. The 
other used to run as mail clerk on @ 
compartment car between Denver and 
ort Worth, not in the least a job that 
affords the varied experience an ex- 
pert is supposed to have had. 

Demoralization Rampant. 

The work of thetwo inspectors re- 
organizing the division and instituting 
“economy” has prought about the de- 
moralization whfch has been incum- 
bering the mail service recently. Runs 
have been changed. Cars have been 
cut down in..size. Experienced men 
have been laid off and others reduced— | 
all by directions of the two inspectors’ 
who rank in authority above every- 
body except the postmaster general 
himself. 

The reorganization has been going 
on for some time, and it is said to be 
far from complete now. However, on 
authority absolutely reliable, it has 
disorganized the service as was never 
done before. 

The men affected have not @ared 
make protest. At the beginning one 
or two tried that, for the regulations 
give them the right to bring matters 
affecting their standing in the service 
to the attention of the postmaster gen- 
eral. They learned it did not’ pay. 
They were “demoted” further, or sus- 
pended. 

The éase of one man was told in Fhe 
Constitution Friday. He was regarded 
as one of the most expert men in the 
service. When John Wanamaker was 
postmaster general, he gave that man 
a prize for exc ptional efficiency. 

The “Explanation.” 

Ie “reorganizing” the service, the 
inspectors recommended that his pay 
be cut from $1,800 to $1,500.* He asked 
the postmaster gener@, for an expla- 
nation. The answer was an order 
taking him from the desk position he 
had held for years and putting him 
on the road. 

The trouble has reached the point

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SENTENCING OF BEATTIE. 
CLIMAX OF COURT DRAMA 


Court Tells Young Husband That His Sordid Acts Had 
«Stained Not Only His Own Life, But That 
of the Community. 


Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., Septem - 
ber 8.—Judge Watson delivered an im- 
pressive speech to Henry Clay Beat-- 
tie, Jr., convicted wife murderer, 

He told how the young man had 
stained his own life and that of the 
community in which he lived by his 
sordid acts. When the trial first be- 
gan, said Judge Watson, he had hoped 
that Virginia might be cleared of the 
crime for which not only the state felt 
shame, but which the entire country 
deprecated. He had hoped that coun- 
sel would prove the defendant inno- 
cent, but the evidence, he regretted to 
note, was all convincing and over- 
whelming. 

“The court in. this tridl,” said Judge 
Watson, “has endeavored in all its de- 
cisions to lean toward the side of the 
prisoner, and in its charge. to the jury 
as well attempted to give him the 
benefit of every doubt and every op- 
portunity to establish his innocence. 
The rulings mostly have been not on 
matters of law, but on pri questions 
of fact. 

A Fair and Imparttal Trial. 

“You have had 4 fair and impartial 
trial, Mr. Beattie, and the jury has 
done what is considers its duty. 
Therefore, you have been convicted of 
murder in the first degree, and on No- 
vember 24, between the hours of sun- 


life to the community. May God have 
mercy on your soul.” 

A ‘moment later, by the side of his 
father and his brother, Douglass, their 
heads bowed in grief, walked young 
“Beattie in the darkness toward his 
cell, a hundred yards away. 

But the drama of the day was not 
over. A sharp report and a flash rent 
the thick blackness outside. 

‘My God!” exclaimed Judge Watson, 
as though his mind flitted the same 
thought that startled hundreds around 
him. 

But it was not another tragedy. The 
prisoner was seen walking calmly on. 
The detention was an ‘unusually heavy 
charge of a photographer's flash light. 


Beattie Weeps In Cell. 


peered into the cell, illuminated by a 
single lamp. On the bed, with his 
head in his hands, sat Beattie, his 
father and brother beside him, Jailer 
Cogbill sent the curious away. Only 
a few saw the prisoner break down 
and weep in the solitude of the cell. 
An ‘hour later the. hamlet was de- 
serted. A few hundred yards away 
from the stone jail in a small hotel 
twelve men gathered their belongings 
in silence, and one by one they drove 
away into the darkness to the simple 
homes from which for a fortnight they

MAIL DELAYED MANY HOURS 
THROUGH ECONOMY SYSTEM 
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Perhaps the most striking incident 
connected with Postmaster General 
Hitchcock’s regime of ‘“‘economy” now 
prevailing in this territory, came to 
light yesterday. 

Mail, intended for offices between At- 
lanta and Montgomery, on the West 
Point road, was hauled to Montgomery, 
then back, and some of it to Atlanta 
again, thence. over part of the road 
once more to destination. This was 
done no longer ago than last Sunday. 
The incident is attributable directly to 
“economy.” ‘ 

The mail cars between Atlanta and 
Montgomery have been reduced from 
60 to 40 feet, to effect a saving of a 
few thousand dollars annually in rail- 
| road pifieage.* It was held that all 
the mail could be crowded into one- 
third * less space than had been used 
for ten years or more, 

Sometimes the clerks are able to do 
this, but not always. On ‘ast Sunday 
morning the outgoing. early morning 
mail train went out with all the bags 
of mail put on here for stations be- 
tween Atlante and Montgomery stored 
away in the baggage car. They simply 
could not be gotten into the mail car, 
and therefore could not be assorted and 
put off at the various towns. Included 
in the mail matter were the Atlanta 
Sunday papers intended for eastern 
|Georgia and western Alabama. 

Instead of being thrown off at the 
various towns as the train passed, be- 
tween 6 and 11 a.m. the mail. bags 
were taken on to Montgomery. There 
they were transferred to the next east- 
bound train.

Beattie was condemned to death 
by electrocution, and November 24° 
fixed for the execution: 


Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., Septem- 
ber 8.—Twelve Virginia farmers knelt 
at dusk tonight in the obscurity of the 
small jury room of the Chesterfield 
courthouse, praying fervently that they 
might pass judgment aright on Henry 
Clay Beattie, Jr., indicted fot the mur- 
der of his wife.

Unusual as has been the tragedy and 
the gruesome stage where it occurred, 
the ‘twelve jurymen did not hesitate 
to admit to their friends that they 
stood in judgment not only over the 
cold-blooded mufderer, but upon his 
marital infidelity as well. It, perhaps, 
was the dramatic climax of Virginia 
justice, which in the last half century 
has swiftly sent to death such famous 
murderers as Cluverius, Phillips and 
McCue. 

At the close of a powerful address 
by L. O. Wendenberg, the voluntary 4s- 
sistant of the commonwealth in the 
wase, the suspense was felt not alone 
in the court room, but in Richmond, 
where thousands of people awaited the 


outcome. 
The jury had for eleven days heard 
evidence, for two days speeches, but 
the words of Wendenberg rang in their 
ears as they left the court room to 
find their verdict. |

In vivid detail the prosecutor 
tured the wife as she started on her 
innocent journey into the cool air of 
a summer night. The jury saw again 
in their minds the automobile in 
which she rode beside her husband; 
how Beattie stepped. into the darkness 
of the thicket, found the shotgun 
which he had earlier concealed, and 
deliberately slew his wife. 

The, desperate ride home .with a 
bleeding and lifeless body crushed into 
the small- space in the front part of 
the machine, the husband coldly sit- 
ting against the blood-covered head 
of his wife, were graphically detailed 
to the jury. Only passing attention 
was given to the purchase of the gun 
by Paul Beattie, a cousin of the ac- 
cused. 

Bloody Coat Mute Evidence. 

The defense had claimed, he said, 
that on Paul’s story alone was built 
the case of. the prosecution, but he 
held aloft the blood-stained clothing 
of the prisoner “as the mute evidence 
of the crime,” and asked: 

“Do you want any other evidence?” 

“Blood flecked the lower fringe of 
the shirt in deep black blots: not a 
mark was on either sleeve of shirt or 
coat. The prisoner had declared he 


pic- 


beld his wife with one hand and steer-/ 


ed his car with the other, but the ab- 
' pence of blood on the arms, the prose- 
eutor declared, gave the lie to his 
story. Not alone with the clothing 
did the prosecutor disentangle what he 
termed “the cheapest fabrication of 
the cheapest murder,” but he shouted 
shame at the prisoner for his relations 
with a mere slip of a girl, from ‘the 
age of 13 until within his own married 
life, and held her forth as the motive 
for the orime. 3 

“And the prisoner admits it was his 
passion,” said Mr. Wendenburg. “Yes, 
it was passion, but passion born of the 
devil, and passion that sent to death 
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his wife so that he might coftinue 
his -vicious pleasure!” 

Mr. Wendenburg concluded his ad- 
dress a few minutes after 5 m. A 
brief respite was given the jury, and 
at 5:28 o’clock it began consideration 
of the case, 

Out Fifty-eight Minutes. 

For fifty-eight minutes they were“*to- 
gether, a jury of simple farmers who 
each morning sang hymns and strove 
to forget the story of dissipation with 
its filthy~ characters as related day 
after day on the witness stand. What 
had been generally predicted was true 
-—their minds were well made up be- 
fore they left the court room. W. L. 
Burgess, a square-jawed man with an 
earnest face, was elected foreman, 
They balloted and it was no surprise, 
they afterwards declared, that all 
voted alike. They prayed that they 
might not take a life in vain, and they 
opened their consciences to one an- 
other for nearly an hour, so they 
might go back to the court room firmly 
convinced of their duty and of one 
min 

In the court room sat Henry Clay 
Beattie, Jr., the sporting page of a 
newspaper spread before him, but he 
did not read long. He folded the paper 
and concealed his face in it. Those 
who sat near the boy of iron nerve ob- 
served a twitching of his lips as 
though moving in prayer as he sat 
with*tlosed eyes awaiting the return 
of the jury. He raised his head for a 
moment, dropped the paper again and 
began reading. Then he whispered a 
few words to his father and brother. 
It was for them he felt, and to them he 


Dusk in Court Room. 

It was nearly dark in: the court 

room when the jury returned. Three 
oll lanips gave meager luster to the 
scene. Sunset’s red rays still streaked 
through the window. On every sill 
rested a telegraph instrument and 
operators tensely waited for the an- 
nouncement of the verdict. <A _ thick 
mass of faces rising in an incline to 
the shabby ceiling stared at the jury- 
men. Famous jurists looked down 
from fiy-specked paintings. In the 
minds of the gaping crowd remained 
the thought of the powerful speech 
of the prosecutor and his denunciation 
of the man “who exchanged the glow 
of virtue for passion’s feeble tapers,” 
The court asked the prisoner to rise, 
He drew himeelf up calmly and waited. 
“Have you’ gentlemien agreed on a 
verdict?” asked Judge Watson. 
“We have," said foreman Burgess. 
The prisoner had confidently expect- 
ed a “hung jury.” The court request- 
ed the audience not to manifest its 
approval or disapproval, whatever the 
verdict, 

“And what is your verdict?” asked 
Judge Watson, turning again to Fore- 
man Burgess. 

“Guilty!” Shout Jurors. 

“Guilty!” answered Burgess, but his 
voice was swelled by the shout of 
eleven others, 

Unversed in law and the forms’ of 
a murder trial, the jurymen had- not 
specified what degree of murder. Asked 
what degree, Mr. Burgess answered 
simply, “Guilty as indicted.” 

Under Virginia practice murder is 
presumed to be second degree unless 
otherwise specified. It was incumbent 
upon the jury to fix the degree, s0 
Judge Watson advised the jurymen to 
confer again on the point, and seven 
minytes later they returned, this time 
with the verdict of “murder in the first 
degree.” | 

The prisoner stood erect and motion- 
less. His face, in color a yellowish 
7 throughout the day, was immo- 

le, : 

The light of a lamp cast a. dreay 
shadow upon his upturned chin ‘as he 
faced the jury. His eyelids sagged, 
but did not blink. In steady gaze he 
held his eyes on the faces of the twelve 
men who had pronounced his punish- 
ment, as if to penetrate their minds 
and determine the reason why. It was 
not a resentful expression. } 

When the court asked if the prisoner 
had anything to say he answered: “I 
have nothing to say,” and sat down. 

Stay of Execution Granted 

The perfunctory motions for a new 
trial were made by counsel for the de- 
fense. The usual granting of permis- 
sion even to argue the point was denied 
as Judge Watson in a stern volee de- 
clareq that all rulings of the court

Teacher in Tennille Institute 
Claims He 
Pupil in Self-Defense--Con- 
gressman Hardwick Will End 
Case for the State. 


Tennille, Ga., September 8&.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The taking of testimony was 
continued here today in the case 
against Professor Johnson, of the Ten- 
nille institute, charged with kilHing 
Dr. T. J. Kelly after having trouble 
‘with his son, T. J. Kelly, Jr. The 
prosecution will conclude its case to- 
morrow and a verdict jis expected by 
evening, 

Court openeq with Wright for the 
prosecution, making a speech, which 
was practically a ridicule of testimony 
given by two of the young lady teach- 
ers who were among the defendant's 
most important witnesses. He referred 
to Captain J. D. Franklin as a coward 
and concluded his speech with an ap- 
peal to the jury for convktion of the 
defendant. . 

Judge J. K. Hines then took the 
stand, and in a forceful manner began 
with a ridicule of part of Colonel 
Wright's remarks, and attacked the 
testimony given by J. W. Smith and 
J. D. Voss and the statement made by 
Colonel Wright, that “Professor John- 
son was hid in a clump of bushes pre- 
pared to shoot Dr. Kelly from ambush 
when along came Miss Jones and Miss 
Hatch, two of the young lady teachers, 
and frustrated this design.’’ Colonel 
Wright had said he hid behind a large 
tree and, like a coward, used it as a 
shield and shot Dr. Kelly in _  coid- 
blooded murder. Judge Hines proved 
that there were no bushes or a tree 
large enough to dodge behind for Mr. 
Johnson's alleged purpose. There is no 
tree nearer than 30 yards, or more, 
from the spot where the shooting took 
place. Court then adjourned until 1:30 
for lunch. 

At 1:30, promptly, court reconvened, 
Colonel E. W. Jordan taking the stand 
for the prosecution. He, like Colonel 
Wright, tried to impeach the testimony 
or statement made by Mr. Johnson. 

Judge Burwell’s Rebuttal, 

Judge Burwell, taking the stand in 
rabuttal, took up the evidence from 
ihe beginning of the trial, telling of 
the -cause of the expulsion of T. J. 
Kelly, Jr., from the school. He told 
of young Kelly coming on or near the 
school ground, and when Professor 
Johnson remonstrated ‘young Keily 
meade faces and walked on whistling. 

He said that on the morning of the 
shooting, Johnson went, as was his 
custom, to the postoffice for his mail, 
and when on his return to the school 
he was accosted with gn oath by Dr, 
Kelly, who made a hostile movement 
towards his hip pocket, how he drew 
his own revolver and fired three shots; 
how he was fired on by someone, and 
of his giving himself up to the sheriff. 

Court then adjourfied until 8:30 
o'clock Saturday morning, when Con- 
gressman T. W. Hardwick will! finish 
the prosecution for the state, and the 
jury will be charged. Excitement runs 
high in Tennille and Washington coun- 
ty tonight, and the whole state awaits 
with eagerness the verdict of the jury.

Birmingham Special On South- 
, 20 Derailed Near Anniston, 


No One Seriously Injured. 
Wives of Capitalists _Had 
Premonition and Warned 
Them Not to Go, So They 
Bought Accident Insurance. 


Anniston, Ala., September 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Going at a rate of about 40 
miles an hour, the Birmingham spe- 
cial passenger train on the Southern 
road, en route from New York to Bir- 
mingham, was wrecked about 4 miles 
south of this city at 1:40 this gefter- 
noon, three cars’ being almost com- 
pletely overturned against a small 
embankment and three others leaving 


the track, which was plowed for 300 
yards.

The wreck was caused by-the tender 
leaving the track, due, it is believed, 
to defective rails. The embankment 
alone prevented fatalities which would 
certainly have resulted had the cars 
turned completely over. The train 
was in charge of Conductor Cox and 
Engineer Hawes, assisted by Conduc- 
tor A. E, Coleman. 

The wreck took place just south of 
Grasmead farm, owned by J. W.

A human interest feature to the 
wreck is related by Messrs. Briggs and 
Lester, who state that they were 
begged by their wives not to come on 
the trip, as there would be a wreck.

All members 
of the Briggs party were in the diner 
when ‘the tender of the rear engine 
jumped the track. 

The conductor on the diner was first 
to apprehend the disaster, and jump- 
ing from his seat, he jerked the emer- 
gency bell cord, stopping the train, 
not in time, however, to avert a seri- 
ous jolt to the passengers.

_ While some surprise was expressed 
at the increase of more than 13,500,000 
pounds in production in August as 
compared with July, domestic deliv- 
eries and exports surpassed expecta- 
tions. The decrease in stocks brings 
up the total shrinkage in the last three 
months to “32,554,000 pounds. 

In connection with the heavy sell- 
ing of United States Steel and the ob- 
viously bearish attitude, of many 
traders toward the stock, there was 
noted today the first siight falling off 
in steel mill op< ations compared with 
the average during . August. The 
United States Steel Corporation was 
reported to be at present operating 
about 76 per cent of its capacity, a de- 
cline of about 3 per cent. 

The call of the comptroller of the 
currency for reports of nation<l banks 
as of September 1 disclosed the fact 
that large New York banks uid not 
reduce their holdings of stock during 
the August decline as greatly as might 
have been believed. Notwithstanding 
the heavy liquidation of stocks, the 
reports of seven of the largest na- 
tional banks show a total decrease in 
holdings of securities between June 7, 
the date of the previous report, and 
September 1, of only about $3,400,000. 
An increase of more than $43,000,000 
since September 1, 1910, is shown, the 
result of heavy output of bonds during 
the year, in conjunction with easy 
money condition.

Carthage. 

The way took us through the most 
beautiful of Alpine mountain scenery. 
The railway follows for a distance the 
windings of the swift river through a 
gorge just wide enough for them both 
to squeeze in between the. tall moun- 
tains on either side. Now and then we 
caught sight of a stream coming down 
to feed the river, and through a rift 
in the mountain we saw a waterfall 
with the branches of the trees over- 
shadowing it wrapped in ice from the 
mists of the water. ;

The train burrowed into a long tunnel, 
and as it emerged once more into the 
open we found ourselves on the other 
side of the mountain, with the sun 
shining so brightly as to dazzle us. 
Then we climbed down again, and saw 
in the distance a castle on the edge of 
a cliff and several church gpires, sur- 
rounded by clusters of houses, nestled 
in the mountain side, little villages 
and beautiful summer homes. And sd 
we came to the narrow defile in the 
mountains which surround Innsbruck, 
and at last to the town itself, in the 
very heart of the Tyrolese Alps, beau- 
tifully situated on both banks of the 
River Inn (Innsbruck means “bridge 
over the Inn”) with towering’ moun- 
tains on all sides. 

If you were to walk down the Maria 
Theresian street on a dark night you 
might bump your nose on a mountain, 
so close are they to the city. Innsbruck 
looks as though the earth had been 
scraped up and piled in vast heaps and 
the city planted in the middle. 

It is only relatively speaking that it 
is in a hollow, for it is 1,880 feet above 
the level of the sea, higher than Lu- 
cerne or Interlaken and many other 
places which we always think of as 
very high indeed.

Boston Brown Bread.-—One_ table- 
spoon of lard; one cup of graham or 
rye flour; two cups corn meal: two 
cups sour milk; one small cup mo- 
lasses; one teaspoon soda: one tea- 
spoon salt. Boil four hours in an 
yeast powder can set in ancther vessel 
of water and covered. Grease can be- 
fore putting in the mixture. 


Bleck Checolate Cake,—-Four eres 
beaten together; four teacups flour sift- 
ed with three teaspoons baking powder; 
one Cup butter, creamed; two and one- 
half cups light brown sugar; one cup 
sweet milk; three squares chocolate 
dissolved in one-half cup hot water.

To Preserve Figs.—Take the fruit 
when not quite ripe; soak for ten min- 
utes in weak warm soda to remove the 
skins, or peel with sharp knife. To 
one pound of figs take three-fourth 
of a pound o¢ sugar, peel of one lemon 
and juice of two, and race ginger. 
One cup of éold water to every pound. 
Boil until clear of scum, put in figs 
and let simmer for ten minutes. Take 
out and spread on dishes in sun. Boil 
syrup until thick, put in figs again for 
boil of fiftee& minutes. Fill jars and 
seal when cold. 


Chow-Chow.—Eight pounds cabbage, 
one quart white onions, one dozen 
green peppers, one pound brown sugar, 
one dozen dill pickles, one box (10 
cents) of mustard, one tablespoon cele- 
ry seed, two tablespoons (even) of 
tumeric, one ounce white mustard seed, 
two bay leaves, a few pepper corns. 
Chop vegetables fine or put through 
food chopper. Put in separate vessels, 
cover with salt, let stand overnight. 
Rinse well, cover with best cider vine- 
gar, add sugar, dill pickle, chopped, 
mustard and other ingredients. After 
coming to boil let cook fifteen min- 
utes. This is~-very easily kept.

Review of Sugar Market. 
New York, September 38.—-The. sugar trade 
fasi becoming reconciled to the inevitable and 
takes the daily new high record for raws and 
refined as a matter of course. Refiners have 
been fighting the rise since its inception, and 
yet GS%c was paid for Cubans this week by 
a local independent, clearing the market of that 
figure. With raw sugar up SOY points for the 
week, it is not surprising that refined sympa- 
thetically advanced 35 points, since 
the margin profit would be too small. Dise- 
tributors. are compelled to buy for their needs, 
but refiners are not anxious to take much busi- 
ness, being, as a rule, fully three weeks behind 
in delivery. in two.cases the lack of raw sugar 
has completed ‘withdrawal from the market, and 
m present indications there may be a general 
closing down in Orteber. Inquiries have been 
made tn London relative to shipments of beet 
Sugar, but Europe apparently needs the avail- 
able supplies, since no ready response was forth- 
coming. The dearth of sugar could not come at 
a mitch worse time of the year, for cheap fruit 
causes an active demand for preserving purposes, 
Saptember being usually a very active month.
